Crecdon, in a final report on the 1946 houslnfi drive run 
by his predecessor, Wilson Wyntt, said 1,003,600 new dwel- 
lings were started, 661,000 completed, nnd the housing in- 
dustry almost completely reconverted "to a peacetime baeis." 
For 1047 ho predicted 1,000,000 new homes started and 
an equal number completed 
in a "big construction year" 
marked by continued im- 
provement of the materials 
shortages. 

There should be further re- 
laxation of building controls, 
Crecdon said. 

And lie added: "It la expected that 
lower bulldlns costs will result trom 
(realtr criclency In cons true Hon and 
production."

Let the law enforcement 
offldoU make their raids, collect their cvl- 
denie and pruent their C^atlmony, What 
of It? The Juries will make monkaya out of 
them, the prosecutors and the courts as well. 

Now that the county and stats have failed 
to get conrtotlons in these latest coses charg- 
ing Illegal tales of liquor. County Prosecutor 
E. M. Sweeley hoa Indicated he will press 
these same coses along different lines, prob- 
ably charging Illegal possession of liquor and 
state liquor stamps. 

Here'a hoping Mr. Sweeley moves quickly 
If he plans such a course, because this whole 
imsavory affair should be brought to a shoW' 
down as soon as possible. If it's destined to 
turn out a complete flop so far as law enforce- 
mant U concerned, the aooner It's all settled 
the better.

niere a local of the United Electric. Radio 
and Machine Workers has had Its charter 
revoked by the general executive boal-d. Thp 
charge; expelling 27 members on charges of 
communism. 

It may be remembered that this "compro- 
mise" settlement came about at the national 
CIO convention last fall, after the Internal 
light over communism had threatened to 
bust wide open. President Murray commls- 
atoned a group of CIO executives, evenly di- 
vided between rlght-and Icft-wlngcrs, 
draft a resolution. Their resolution stated 
that CIO members "resent and reject" com- 
munbtic InterleTcnce In union affairs. 

Mr. Murroy evidently thought that this 
mild dose of reproof would be palatable to 
both sides, yet strong enough to keep any 
aymptoms of serious discord from showing. 
That may yet prove to be the case. But If 
this present situation In Bridgeport forc- 
Bhadows coming events, It will take more 
than resentment and rejection to scare the 
Conununlsta away from where they aren't 
wanted. 

It will bo surprising If the Bridgeport local's 
experience Is not repeated In other CIO 
upions. For the bland rcsent-and-reject reso- 
lution Is only an amber traffic light through 
which Communists may run with impunity. 

SYMPTOM OF MATURITY

Uiut the measure is In any danger of repeal. 

EU8SIA— A.VJl. ot Brooklyn, N. Y., wants to know 
y a IccUnii of suspicion and antoconlsm has grown 
up toward Russia In this country since the war. He 
seems to feel that It Is not warnuit«d, and la Inclined 
to agree with Henry Wallace's demand for b greater 
show of friendship toward Moscow. 

Answer: Probably because Russia has not kept a 
single promise aha maile to the western allies during 
the war, with respect to territorial expansion and free- 
dom of elccUons, press aiul religious worship In terri- 
tory she has selaed or controls. Because she haa em- 
barked on a program ot Iniplrlng hatred against ths 
. and Qrltaln. Because she ahowB' no desire to 
engage In any system tor maintenance of permanent 
pence. Because she wont even answer letters asking 
for an accounting of lend-lease advances. Become, as 
Under Secrctftry Dean Acheson told a senate commit- 
tee In politer language, Stalin Is on the warpath.

WASHINGTON. FW). 33 OR— The 
United SUtcs accepted today a divi- 
sion of the world sugar supply for 
IW which will give Americans ai 
Increase ot about 17 pounds apleci 
over last year. 

This country^ share of the wortd'i 
export supply, coupled with iLi own 
production, will provide a per capita 
supply of about eo pounds of re- 
fined lugar thia year. ContufflpUon 
last year was 73 pounds, while usage 
in the prewar period waa about B7 
pounds. 

The allocation was mada last 
night by the International emer- 
gency food coimdl. an Inter-govem- 
mental agency representing more 
than 30 nations, charged with the 
responsibility of apportioning scarce 
foods among the nations of the 
world. 

Tlie Unilod Stales was (ranted 
0,800,000 short tons, raw value, of a 
total world export supply ot 11,sea,- 
000 tons. (The refining' process di- 
minishes raw sugar about seven per 
cenU This compared with S,U3,000 
tons allotted this country last year 
and with an average annual prewar 
consumption of 9,700,000 tons. 

Of the 1947 per capita supply of 

) pounds. Individual consumers 
probably will get 3S pounds through 
ration stamps and the remaining U 
pounds in the form ot candy, bak- 
ery products, other foods, soft drinks 
and similar products. 

Lost year the individual 
radon allowance was 33 pounds.
